Pope , bishops, close month- -long synod on penance 


Stresses reconciliation among nations 
and renewal of sacramental confession

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The sixth 
‘world Synod of Bishops, which closed 
Oct. 29, stressed reconciliation among 
nations, a renewal of the sacrament of 
penance, and the need for persons to seek 
penance and conversion in their own 
lives. 


The synod ended after a month of 
prayer and discussion on reconciliation 
and penance in the mission of the church. 
In last Saturday’s final session, synod 
delegates heard from the pope, who had 
attended almost all synod sessions, but 
had said nothing after opening the synod 
with a speech Sept. 29. 


IN HIS closing address, the pope noted 
that synod delegates ‘‘expressed a vivid 
preoccupation for world peace’’ and said 
that he, in keeping with this concern, had 
sent personal messages to U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet President 
Yuri Andropov urging disarmament. 


““The international situation is very 
tense and I am also very troubled,’’ he 
said, 

“‘The Church must commit herself to 
use every means at her disposal to ward 
off. the dangers which menace world 
security,’’ he added. :

LA JOLLA — More than 200 priests 
and deacons of the diocese gathered at All

Christ as teacher, sanctifier and ruler and 
addresses the entire People of God. ‘“The 
slant of the law is much more pastoral.’’ 


The ecclesiology of the new Code, said 
Father Proctor, is Christocentric. Thus, 
sacraments are viewed as 
‘‘quintessentially ecclesial actions’’ and 
all ministry is effected “‘in the name of the 


Church.”’ 


ON A practical level, he noted, 
questions of sacramental validity will be 
determined in the light of whether the 
Church ‘‘recognizes it is a_ salvific 
action..:.we do owe it to our people that

The new Code requires adequate 
preparation for the reception of all the 
sacraments, noted Father Proctor. The 
San Diego diocese already requires three 
months of preparation for marriage, but 
now, under the revised. Code, ‘‘marriage 
preparation is a legal mandate with the 
force of law...not a luxury.’’~ 


The three-month requirement ‘‘will 
remain in effect as our way of 
implementing’’ the new Code, said 
Father Proctor; he added that Bishop Leo 
T. Maher has asked the tribunal and

importance of individual confession. The 
summary said that 16 propositions 
concern doctrinal themes and give ‘‘new 
impulse to a catechetical action.’? A 
further 13 are ‘‘dedicated to a detailed 
examination. of the theme of the 
celebration of the sacrament,’’ added the 
summary. 


That the final 63 documents found 
overwhelming approval testified to the 
action of reconciliation within the synod 
itself, where varying views had been 
expressed on several issues, most notably, 
on the use-of general absolution without 
prior individual confession of sins. 


Strong arguments for more acceptance 
of general absolution, without prior or 
even any confession of sins, came from 
bishops of Third World countries who 
said that in many Third World countries 
one priest may serve thousands of people 
separated by hundreds of miles. 


THE FOUR elected delegates from the 
United States joined the debate with a 
joint statement Oct. 4 in which they 
asked, ‘‘How can the obligation of 
subsequent confession of mortal sins that 
already have been forgiven through 
general absolution be shown to have 
grounds in human needs and: rights as 
well as in the structure of the sacrament of 
penance itself?”’ 


They also asked: ‘‘Are danger of death 
and grave necessity the only times when 
the Church wishes to authorize or may 
authorize use of general absolution in the 
church?”’ 


Signing the joint statement were 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago, 
Archbishop John Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis, Archbishop Patrick Flores 
of San Antonio, Texas, and Auxiliary 
Bishop Austin Vaughan of New York. 


THE POPE seemed to indicate in his 
closing speech, however, that the 
resolution of this debate and other 
doctrinal issues is now out of the synod’s 
hands.

Church should offer ‘protection, Suey.

SAN DIEGO — The Roman Catholic 
Church in the United:States should “‘offer 
protection, sanctuary and services to 
undocumented immigrants and 
refugees,’’ a national group of Catholic 
social services directors stated. 


The National Conference of Catholic 
Charities met last month in Baltimore to 
work out a policy statement on U.S. 
Immigration and Refugee policy. Father 
Douglas Regin from the San Diego 
diocese attended. 


AS DIRECTOR of Catholic 
Community Services in San Diego, a 
border diocese, Father Regin had already 
dealt with many of those issues. As former 
president of the California Conference 
Catholic Charities, he had worked for two 
years with his colleagues on a similar 
Statement for the state that. passed in 
‘May. 

Both statements had ‘‘similar 
principles,’” Father Regin said. The 
national statement called for these: 


¢ Governmental restriction of 
migration only when it is a question of 
“‘public morality’’ (exclusion of 
criminals) or ‘‘national security’’ 
(exclusion of those seeking to overthrow 
lawful authority); 


¢ Restricting the number of 
immigrants accepted in a year “‘only on 
substantial evidence that the common 
good of society would be adversely 
affected.’? Even then, some persons 
should never be included in a numerical 
limitation — those seeking to be reunited 
with members already admitted, for 
instance. : 


The document also urges the Church 


and the government to do several things _ 


as part of a responsibility to migrants. 


LOCALLY, FATHER Regin hopes 
Catholics will come to see border control 
and immigration as something they can 
reform. He hopes they will not ‘‘just write 
it off as a political issue but see it as a 
moral issue.””

‘‘Confessions have fallen off because of 
a diminished sense of need for 
redemption,’’ he said Oct. 4. ‘‘Salvation 
seems assured to everyone and fear of 
going to hell has faded; even the synod 
documents seem to reflect this. We need a 
clear teaching on the possibility of losing 
our souls and on how we need the Church 
for salvation.”’ 

Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich of Armagh, 
Northern Ireland, however, took a 
different view. 

‘‘PEOPLE NOWADAYS look on the 
sacrament of penance as a special event in 
their lives, not a regular one. We should 
build on this,’’ he said Oct. 5. “‘We 
should be satisfied if the majority of 
Catholics confess four or five times per 
year.” 

Sources at the synod said that synod 
propositions urge better formation of 
confessors and better religious instruction 
of the laity in order to address the sense of 
sin problem, and to create more

appreciation for the sacrament. 


The significance of systematic social 
injustices, called structural sin or social 
sin at the synod, and its relatioriship to 
individual sin also was a key issue. As a 
body, the synod delegates decried human 
rights abuses, discrimination and an 
unbalanced international economic order 
whereby, they said in their message to the 
world, ‘‘the rich become richer and the 
poor, poorer.’” 


BUT HOW theologically to connect 
structural sin to personal sin was left 
unanswered. Even the pope had a 
question. 


“If one may. and must speak in an 
analogical sense about social sin, and also 
about ‘structural sin’ — since sin is 
properly an act of the person — for us, as 
pastors and theologians the following 
problem arises,’’? the pope said. ‘‘What 
penance and which social reconciliation 
must correspond to this ‘analogical’ sin?”’ 


The pope’s leading the synod delegates 
in the Stations of the Cross Oct. 28 
exemplified a major synod theme: that 
penance and conversion must be a part of 
the Christian’s life. During the act, the 
pope, Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of 
Chicago and Cardinal Timothy Manning 
of Los Angeles took turns carrying the 
cross. 


DESCRIBING THE devotional 
exercise, Pope John Paul said it was ‘‘a 
communitarian act of penance,’’ which 
the bishops had called for repeatedly 


during the synod.

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RCIA, RENEW: Same goals, differing aims...

Two formation days for sponsors of 
adult catechumens this fall point to a new 
maturity in the implementation of the 
Rite of Christian Initiation for Adults 
(RCIA); they also raise some questions 
about the program’s relationship to 


-RENEW, now under way in almost all of 


the parishes in the diocese. 


The RCIA is now in its fifth year in 
some of the two-dozen parishes currently 
using the program. It brings non- 
baptized and other non-Catholic adult 
converts into the Church by stages over a 
year’s time. The catechumens, assisted by 
sponsors who make a journey of faith 


"together with them, are usually received 


into the Church by baptism or profession 
of faith during the Easter Vigil on Holy 
Saturday. 


THIS YEAR, for the first time, the 
adult sponsors are being offered two 
spiritual formation days as a 
“‘complement’’ to the catechumenate 
programs conducted by their. parish 
coordinators, said Sister Irene Cullen, 
RSCJ, co-director of the diocesan Office 
of Evangelization and Adult Education. 

The first was Oct. 29 at St. Mary 
Magdalene parish; there will be another 
Nov. 13 at St. Therese Church. 

The goals of both the RCIA and 
RENEW are the same, says Sister Irene, 
but they speak to two different groups.

Words — Words — Words 


An unofficial rendering of Scripture readings for 
the coming year has been released by the lectionary 
committee of the National Council of Churches. 


Bearing the title An Inclusive Language Lectionary, | 


it seeks to minimize ‘‘male-biased’’ language in the 
Scriptures. Similar revisions of the lectionary are in 
preparation for the second and third years of the 
‘three-year lectionary cycle. 

The governing board of the National Council of 
Churches has not formally endorsed the lectionary. 
Archbishop Iakovos of the Greek Orthodox Church 
and Bishop James Crumley of the Lutheran Church 
in America have voiced objections to it. 


The lectionary is not a new translation of the 
Scriptures, but rather a revision of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible. It was prepared with a 
specific intent of neutering the language used in the 
Bible to refer to Almighty God. 


Thus, reference to God as ‘‘Lord’’ becomes 
‘‘Sovereign One,’’ and ‘‘Kingdom’’ becomes 
‘““Realm.’’ ‘‘The Son’’ as a reference to Christ has 


been changed to ‘“The Child.’” The Christological 
title ‘‘Son of Man’’ is changed to ‘“The Human 
One.”’ 


The project was undertaken in response to a 
militant feminist claim that the Bible is sexist and 
discriminatory. 

Surely, anyone who is genuinely familiar with the 
Scriptures must recognize the shallowness of such a 
claim. . 

In the liturgy of the Church, there is room for 
improvement in making the language of worship all- 
inclusive. 

However, this inelegant and often inaccurate 
revision of Bible passages could make the effort to 
improve the language of prayer seem trivial and even 
ludicrous. 


Earth-bound as we are, we do not have an adequate 
language to speak of God. When we speak of the 
Supreme Being we are often reduced to using human 
attributes as a way of describing divine uniqueness. 

The inspired words of the Bible are strikingly 
sophisticated in adapting human terminology to speak 
of God. 

Our doctrine and theology must always remind us 
that when we speak of God in human terms, we do so 
by way of analogy. 

All in all, the lectionary is expressive of this age’s 
preoccupation with words and neglect of substance. 

It calls to mind the passage from Hamlet: 

“My words fly up, 3 

my thoughts remain below: 
Words without thoughts, 
never to heaven go.’’

Which first? 


Re the abortion issue, which came first: 
the Supreme Court opening of Pandora’s 
Box, or the American . Medica! 
Association doing away with the 
hippocratic oath?

Remain faithful 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — In a talk to a group of U.S. 
bishops Oct. 22, Pope John Paul II stressed the importance of 
remaining faithful to the church’s magisterium (teaching 
authority). 


‘Tt is as a minister of God’s word, acting in the power of the . 


Holy Spirit and through the charism of his episcopal office, that 
the bishop manifests Christ to the world, makes Christ present in 
the community, and effectively communicates Christ to all who 
open wide their hearts,’’ the pope said. 


The pope added that the bishop’s mission also includes 
defending the word of God ‘“‘against whatever would 
compromise its purity and integrity.’’ 

If we understand the nature of the church, ‘‘we will not be 
surprised. to find, in every generation of the church’s life, 
including our own, not only sin, but some measure of error and 
falsehood,’’ the pope said. 


The pope added that in looking at the development of the 


church’s doctrine, bishops should realize that ‘‘the present or 


‘current’ teaching of the church does not admit of a development 
that is either a reversal or a contradiction.”’ 


‘‘But these insights of faith and this ‘sensus fidelium’ are not 


. independent of the magisterium of the church, which is an 


instrument of the same Holy Spirit and is assisted by him,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It is only when the faithful have been nourished by the 
word of God, faithfully transmitted in its purity and integrity, 
that their own charisms are fully operative and fruitful.’’ 


In their role of teaching theology, he added, ‘‘theologians are 
called upon to open the treasure of faith even wider and to 
inculcate respect for the magisterium, which in turn guarantees 
the interpretation of God’s word.’’ ;

The gift and burden of awareness 


A month ago, the Southern Cross carried an article on its front 
page entitled ‘‘Labor Day, 1983: Just a Three-Day Weekend?’’ I 
remembered glancing at it and turned to the next page. 


One evening this week I received a phone call from a Sister _ 


who has been working with the United Domestic Workers for a 
number of years. She asked if'I had seen the article. Yes, I saw 
the article, I said, but I must confess I hadn’t read it. She told 
me, then, of the plight of over 3,000 persons in our area who 
work for the County of San Diego. They work, she said, in the 
In-Home Supportive Services program and in County 
‘language’ are called ‘‘Independent Providers.’’ Almost all of 
these workers are women, 40 years and older, who spend their 
time going to the homes of the sick, the handicapped, the elderly 


. — caring for them and performing whatever services are 


necessary to make sure they are properly cared for. There is no 


_ overtime pay though many of these ‘‘Independent Providers’’ 
_ spend more hours than the 40-hour work week for which they are 


paid the minimum wage and receive none of the benefits most 
Americans take for granted. 


Now some. of these workers have decided to approach the 
County Board of Supervisors to ask for a living wage and such 
benefits as health insurance and retirement. Sister pointed out 
that an exercise in simple arithmetic can demonstrate that these 
workers are ‘worth their weight’ for they are saving the taxpayers 
of the County thousands of dollars with their invaluable services. 
Consider, she said, how much more it would cost to care for these 
same sick, handicapped, and elderly persons in State or County 


‘institutions, 


_ What can I do, I asked. Do whatever you can to help make the 
plight of these workers known — that they are working for a 
minimum wage with no benefits and no recognition that they are 
employees of the County. Let the County supervisors know that 
you expect them to take action to correct this injustice and to 
recognize the work of these ‘‘Independent Providers.”’ 


Now I am asking you — will you help me to do this?

He will not crush a bruised reed 


Last week I received a letter from a man in the state 
correctional center of Vermont. Somehow, he had come 
in possession of an issue of the Southern Cross and read 
the Christian Way of Life article. Could I help him with 
advice, he asked? 


His letter was simple — a recitation of the facts of his 
predicament. He is serving a term for extortion and his 
wife of 18 years is divorcing him, ‘‘Our parish priest,’’ he 
adds, ‘‘thinks the divorce will be best for both of us.”’ In 
the simplicity and bald factual statements, I sense a quiet 
desperation and although he did not write the words, “‘I 
don’t know where to turn,’’ they seemed to speak 
between the lines. : 


IT SET ME thinking of the thousands of people across 
the country who might be-sitting alone in a cell or motel 
room — or, for that matter, in their own homes — 
experiencing that same feeling of desperation and 
aloneness. We may not feel much sympathy with the man 
who wrote the letter, nor with many others who have had 
to suffer for their mistakes, but the human need remains 
and we have a responsibility there. 

We all make mistakes of judgment. We all make 
foolish decisions. We do not all make criminal decisions, 
of course, but often the things we do are destructive and 
deeply harmful to others, and in the eyes of God, we 
might well wonder where the greater offense lies.

Another phrase seems to have come from nowhere to 
become commonplace. A person will say, ‘‘I like to pull 
his chain.’’ He indicates thereby that by some remark or 
action directed to another, he expects a reaction which is 


almost predictable, determined. This may be an instant 


relation to the phrase ‘‘rattle his cage,’’ which carries a 
further meaning, that the expected reaction may be a little 
violent. ; 


Where did ‘‘pulling someone’s chain’’ begin? It may 
have its reference point in some of those dolls or toys 
which had a little string emerging from the back. When 
you pulled that string a mechanism was activated which 
either had the doll speak or perform. So when the chain is 
pulled, you knew what the reaction would be. It can also 
refer to puppetry; not those hand puppets but the kind 
that dangled from long strings. Pulling the cord gave life 
to the puppet. But it reacted the way you pulled the string. 


RATTLING SOMEONE’S cage may not be a 
Christian act; no one should want to provoke angry 
reactions. On the contrary, pulling one’s chain, however, 


Moral Perspectives

Many people living in old age are witty, charming, 
wise, engaging, and very much in touch with life. At the 
same time, there are a host of older persons who suffer 
from isolation, loneliness and depression, factors which 
cause deep withdrawal, demonstrated in various ways. 


This is a true moral problem. Erik Erikson challenges 
us toward the necessity of re-thinking old age, especially 
in this culture which places so much stress on the 
attractiveness of youth. 


We have already written of the central importance of 


‘ hope, a factor in the life of the older person probably 


more vital than a healthy cardiovascular system. We have 
been in the process of analyzing this need for hope in the 
older person. 


WE NOTED first of all the mental health problem of 
depression, a deep human factor which fights against 
hope in many people, and certainly in the older person 
facing various degrees of loss: e.g., of friends, of loved 
ones, of contemporaries, of self-management. 


Depression symptoms in the older person can mimic 
other mental health problems. We noted earlier,.e.g., 
how depression can be wrongly diagnosed as Alzheimer’s 


If we are fortunate, circumstances will compel us to 
face the consequences of our actions and decisions, and so 
take responsibility for our lives, although we must also 
admit and accept our culpability. With such an attitude, 
we are able to learn a bit more about ourselves and grow a 
bit nearer to maturity; without it, the difficulties and 
sufferings we will no doubt experience, simply. make no 
sense and give rise to anger and resentment — which, of 
course, in turn gives rise to more thoughtless decisions 
and probably more serious mistakes. 


SO WHAT would we tell a man in a Vermont jail, 
living on the quiet edge of desperation? If you break the 
law you must be ready to suffer the penalty? Of course. 
But may we not also assure him that despite his crime, his 
value as a human being is not diminished in the sight of 
God whose love for him has not faltered? May we not 
encourage him to look for what is good in himself rather 
than concentrate on what is wrong, and so lift his vision a 
little higher? 

The way in which we see ourselves directs the way we 


act and live. If our image of ourselves is good, if we see 
ourselves as worthwhile, valuable people, our life attitude 


will be positive and ongoing and productive. If we are. 


persuaded that we are worthless, useless, of no interest or 
concern to others, we will have to find a substitute for self- 
esteem in other ways — cheating the system, abusing

Chain-pulling 
is one type of behavior that is very much in vogue. It is, in 
fact, a favorite on all sides. 


Frequently some employ the chain of religion: now as a 
priest you would want to do this; this is what the pastor’s 
job is. 


Somebody in the ecclesiastical or civic community 
wants a job done. He places a call to the head man, i.e., 
the bishop; the caller ‘‘pulls his chain’’ by speaking to 
him of civic or religious responsibility to get some result. 
The leader reacts in turn and calls the local person to urge 
special action on the project. 


BUT IT works in another way too. This happens when 
a pastor will say ‘‘no’’ to some request or proposal for 
good reasons. The person turned down will then say, 
‘Well, I will call the bishop’? — he threatens to pull 
someone’s chain to get what he wants. Some people make 
such procedures a regular course of action. It: forestalls 
any work on their part, any responsibility. There is little 
need to expend personal energies, nor face any demand to

disease. Common symptoms of depression in the older 
person are apathy, listlessness, feeling empty inside, lack 
of social interaction, and memory complaints. 


A SECOND factor that necessitates a profound 
consciousness in anyone dealing with older people is the 
awareness that the older person should never be rushed. 
We must learn to deal with the older person on his or her 
own time: and not on our own, no matter how hurried we 
might be. 


Never force change simply because it will make us feel 
good. The crucial factor here is always the true capacity of 
the older individual. We often think that an older person’s 
awareness of life is the same as our own. It may not be. 
We must be sensitive to this probability and try to see life 
right now as the older person sees it: e.g., filled with many 
exhausting and troubling challenges. 


At the same time. we should never underestimate what 
the older person can do or is aware of. The person’s non- 
verbal abilities should never be equated with mental 
emptiness. 


I NOTED recently when visiting an older person that 
the people with me were constantly patting the older 


those who symbolize success of any kind, seeking power 
through violence and bullying. Anything to disguise our 
hatred of the outcast we think we are. 


To a man whose wife has left him because she no longer 
loves him, canswe not point out that the fault may not lie 
entirely with him? Can we not suggest that the inability of 
one person to love another does not necessarily make the 
unloved one unworthy of love or less lovable? Whether or 
not we love another is a decision we make and it does not 
depend on the lovability of the other person. Sometimes 
the very things that we loved before become the reason for 
our defection, perhaps because we have changed and our 
expectations of our partner have also changed. 


SOMETIMES, OF course, the partner changes and 
we cannot accept the difference, but all the same, it takes 
a distinct’and willful decison to stop loving. It is a severe 
blow to our ego when, after all those years, a spouse 
decides to walk away from all we shared and from the love 
we offer, but it should not be allowed to diminish us in our 
own eyes. We are the same people we were before, 
infinitely lovable — or God would not love us as He does; 
infinitely worthwhile or He would not have given us life; 
with infinite potential because we are made in His image. 


Would it help the man in Vermont to say these things 
to him? Or shoud we simply cry ‘‘Peace! Courage! The 
best is yet to come!’’? God is never far from the broken 
hearted, and the bruised reed He will not crush. 


do one’s own task. By knowing which chains to pull, the 
party hopes to short cut the process with a minimum of 
labor or personal involvement. Those who pull chains 
often get results far in excess of the project involved. But, 
at least in interaction among Christians, it is not quite in 
keeping with the ‘‘good news.”’ 


There has been an awful lot of chain-pulling going on 
in the Church. Some priests are understandably 
unhappy. They expect that if they are put in charge of the 
spiritual welfare of the people in the parish, then they 
should be trusted to do their job and believed when they 
say ‘‘no’’ in some matters. Unhappily, it’s easier to take 
the shortcut. ‘ 


That can apply to Sisters who are principals of a school, 
to associate pastors handling a project, to Catholic 
teachers in charge of a class. In fact, too often in Church 
administration, standard operating procedures are far 
from the Gospel and closer to the techniques of corporate 
management. 


person on the head. One individual even said, ‘‘You’re a 
good old thing!’’ While such actions are perhaps 
understandable and doubtlessly represent an attempt to 
be kind, they are in fact insensitive and dehumanizing. 
Such actions actually treat the older person as an object; 
and as a child. 


The critical factor here is, then, respect and honor. 
This person is blessd with a human dignity, probably far 
beyond our own. 


PERHAPS SOME of the older person’s outward 
manners, postures and behavior are less than gracious or 
inviting. This should never be an obstacle for us to see 
beyond these factors to the simple dignity of life within the 
person. 


Care for the older person carries the unique potential to 
unmask our illusions (e.g., of what is obvious; or what is 
socially acceptable). Care for the older person sustains the 
potential of criticizing our often. unconscious 
misconceptions about life and love. 


Care for the elderly starts by allowing the elderly to 
care for us.

Father Frank Penko of Catholic 
Community Services’ Department of 
Family Life to cooperate in additions to 
the current programs ‘‘to flesh out this 
new Code.”’ 


U.S. MARRIAGE tribunals, currently 
‘exempt from the mandatory canonical 
requirement that all affirmative nullity 
_ decisions be reviewed by a court of the 


second instance, will no longer be able to — 


follow those special procedural norms, 
said Father Proctor; he indicated that the 
Holy See is displeased with the number of 
annulments being granted by USS. 
tribunals. 


Decress of nullity granted here will 
automatically be reviewed by a defender 
of the bond in either the San Bernardino 
or Fresno tribunals, he said, with the San 
Diego diocesan tribunal acting in a 
reciprocal manner for the other two 
dioceses. 


Of special importance locally is an 
Interim Pagella of Faculties for Sacramental 
Celebration in the Diocese of San Diego issued 
by Bishop Maher, to take effect Nov. 27. 


IN IT, the bishop, in accord with the 
new Code, has granted pastors (and, 
where applicable, associates and 
deacons), faculties covering a wide range 
of sacramental situations, as well as 
limited situations where they may 
legitimately dispense from law or other 


obligations. 


The entire implementation of the Code 
stresses that ‘‘sacraments are for people,”’ 
said Father Proctor. ‘‘People are not 
legislated for sacraments. We are trying 
to administer sacraments as validly as 
possible for as many people as possible.”’ 


In an afternoon presentation, Father 
Mark Campbell looked at sacraments and 
sacramentality as envisioned by the 
revised Code. “‘It is in His sacerdotal 
role, His role as the Great High Priest, 
that Christ sanctifies His people...this 
sanctifying mission is contained uniquely 
in the liturgy of the Church,’’ he said. 


WORSHIP IS always carried out in 
the name of the Church and by persons 
“legitimately deputed for it...through 
actions approved by legitimate 
authority,’’ said Father Campbell. 
“‘Liturgy is never a matter of private 
devotion.”’ 


Sacraments are ‘‘of the essence of the 
Church; they are at the essence of the 
Church as a visible reality,’’ said Father 
Campbell. But since they are also for the 
individual in his relationship with Christ 
and for the good of the community in 
building community, the revised Code 


_ has ‘‘an added thrust toward this ecclesial 


dimension of the sacraments.”’ 


The current 1917 Code, to lapse in 
little more than three weeks’ time, ‘‘was 
concerned with the elements of the 
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sacraments — the matter and the form 
which would, if properly executed, 
affect...the reception of the grace of the 


sacrament — and so the legislation was 
more rubrical in nature,’’ said Father 
Campbell. 


THE ‘‘SPIRIT”’ of the revised Code, 
especially with regard to the three 
sacraments of initiation (baptism, 
confirmation, Eucharist), puts a greater 
stress on the “‘ongoing dimension’’ by 
seeing the sacramental celebration ‘‘as a 
peak moment — a time when grace would 
be given...not simply a human event. It is 
not simply a rite of passage. It is not a 
social rite. It is a time when the 
sacraments effect what they signify (St. 
Thomas), a time when a special grace is 
given,”’ said Father Campbell. 


A number of practical issues often 
misunderstood, especially relating to the 
sacraments in an ecumenical context and 
the question of altar girls, were also . 
discussed by Father Campbell. 


Canon 813 of the 1917 Code positively 
excluded women from serving at Mass, 
but Canon 906 of the new code says that a 
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eternal happiness and peace.

sacrfice without the participation ‘‘of at 
least one of the faithful,’’ unless there is a 
good and reasonable cause for doing so.

IN ADDITION, women are positively 
excluded from being installed. in the 
permanent ministries of lector and 
acolyte, but are allowed to serve as lectors 
during Mass — ‘‘The reason for this is 
that the Holy See is absolutely 
determined to stamp out any further talk 
about women’s ordination,’’ said Father 
Campbell. 


Since the maleness of the altar server is 
not addressed in the new Code, does the 
dropping of this grant permission for 
female altar servers? “‘It does not exclude 
them, but it does not include them,’’ said 
Father Campbell. 


“*The issue of altar girls is addressed in 
liturgical law,’’ he said, and Pope John 
Paul II has excluded them in Jnestimable 
Donum; most canonists believe that while

Hyde extended one year; 
federal abortion $ nixed 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Congress gave final 
approval Oct. 20 to a one-year extension of the Hyde 
amendment ban on federal funding of abortion. 


The House and Senate earlier had approved differing - 


versions of the amendment, named after its chief sponsor, 
Rep. Henry J. Hyde (R-IIl.). A House-Senate conference 
committee then agreed to extend previously existing 
language, which permits federal abortion funding only in 
cases where the life of the mother is Same ie 


THE FINAL action came when both bodies agreed to 


the conference committee’s recommendations. 


The measure was attached to an annual appropriations 
bill for fiscal 1984 for the Departments of Labor and 
Health and Human Services. President Reagan was 
expected to sign the measure but had not done so by Oct. 
24. 


The House on a 231-184 vote Sept. 22 approved a 
version of the Hyde amendment which would have denied 
abortion funding even in life-of-the-mother cases. But 
Hyde noted then that the House was approving the more 
stringent measure only because of a parliamentary quirk 
and that the life-of-the-mother exception would be 
restored in the conference committee. 


SENATE OPPONENTS of the Hyde amendment had 
been expected to challenge the measure when it reached 
the Senate floor by proposing additional exceptions in 
cases of rape or incest. But the challenge never ma- 
terialized when the Senate approved the measure Oct. 4.

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Vatican slates investigation of Abp. Hunthausen... 


By Jerry Filteau 

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Vatican has named 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of Washington to conduct a 
formal investigation into complaints about Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle. 

Archbishop Hunthausen said the criticisms came from 
‘‘reactionary elements within the Church which seem 
bent on undoing the renewal begun in our Church by the 
Second Vatican Council.’’ - 


THE ARCHBISHOP is one of several U.S. bishops 


’ who have been targeted by conservative Catholics as the 


object of complaints to Rome. 


Archbishop Hickey released a statement in Washington 
Oct. 26 announcing that he had been appointed by the 
Holy See to go to Seattle to ‘‘visit with Archbishop 
Hunthausen at length and to explore the views and 
opinions of informed members of the clergy, Religious 
and laity’’ so that the Holy See ‘‘may evaluate the 
criticisms and support the archbishop in his ministry.” 


Archbishop Hickey said he would make the visitation 
Nov. 2-8. He made no mention of specific issues involved 
in the investigation. 


IN SEATTLE Archbishop. Hunthausen included the 
text of Archbishop Hickey’s statement in a letter to the 
archdiocese that was slated for publication in the Oct. 28 
issue of his archdiocesan newspaper, The Progress. 


In the, letter, in which he. attributed most of the 
criticisms of himself and other bishops to ‘‘reactionary 
elements’’ in the Church, Archbishop Hunthausen said 
that ‘‘many bishops these days are in the position of 
receiving criticism of the sort that calls into question the 
direction of their pastoral ministry, and, in some cases, 
actually hinders that ministry.’ 

He said he welcomed the investigation “‘because I am 
convinced that our efforts here in this archdiocese are in 
keeping with the spirit and intent of the (Second Vatican) 


Council...It will be of benefit not only to this archdiocese 
but to the church in this country and beyond as it seeks to 
renew itself.’’ 


ARCHBISHOP HUNTHAUSEN, 62, has been a 
bishop for 21 years and head of the Seattle Archdiocese 
for nearly nine years. 


He received national publicity two years ago for his 
outspoken opposition to U.S. nuclear weapons policy. He 
refused to pay half his federal income tax as a protest 
against U.S. military spending and was a leading 
protester against the Trident nuclear submarine base in 
Puget Sound near Seattle, which he compared to 
Auschwitz, the most notorious of the Nazi death camps in 
World War II. 


But a source close to the case who asked not to be 
quoted on specifics said that Archbishop Hunthausen’s 
stand on war and peace issues did not seem central to the 
criticisms the Vatican has been receiving. 


IN RECENT months Archbishop Hunthausen has 
been publicly criticized by some Catholic groups on the 
issues of abortion and homosexuality. 


In June all seven members of his archdiocesan Respect 
Life Committee resigned in protest over what they called 
a lack of “‘‘support’’ and ‘‘moral leadership’’ from 
archdiocesan officials on opposition to abortion. Their 
letter of resignation said that ‘‘for three years our efforts 
have been frustrated by archdiocesan staff.’ 


In September about 150 Catholics in the archdiocese 
protested in front of Seattle’s St. James Cathedral when 
Archbishop Hunthausen gave permission for the national 
convention of Dignity, an organization of homosexual 
Catholics, to use the cathedral for.a Mass. 


IN AN interview in The Progress before the Dignity 
convention, Archbishop Hunthausen strongly reaffirmed 
Church: teaching that homosexual orientation itself is 
‘“‘morally neutral’? but ‘‘homosexual activity is 
objectively wrong, sinful.’’ 


... purpose to clarify, not punish’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The purpose of an apostolic 
visitation is not to punish a bishop, but to clarify 
conflicting information about a diocese, said a Vatican 
official familiar with the visitation process. 

“An apostolic visitation is a formal Vatican investigation 
into the way a bishop is ministering to the faithful and 
administering his diocese. 

“SAN APOSTOLIC visitation is not to point a finger at 
or punish a bishop,”’ but is to clarify matters, and ‘‘is the 
result of conflicting information which the apostolic 
delegate in the United States and the congregations here 
in Rome have received about a bishop,”’ said the Vatican 
official. 


“Hopefully, the visitation vindicates a bishop rather 
than points a finger at or deposes him,’’ he added. 

The Vatican official was asked about the process in 
relation to the planned investigation of Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle. On Oct. 26 Archbishop 
James A. Hickey of Washington announced that he had 
been appointed by the Vatican to conduct an apostolic 
visitation in Seattle. 

THE VATICAN official, saying he could not 
comment on a specific visitation case, limited his answers 
to describing the general investigation process. 

A visitation ‘‘has to be ordered by the pope,’’ the 
official said. 

‘‘He is the one who appoints the visitator to discover 
the truth,’’ he said. ‘“The visitator then speaks to the 
ordinary and to others who can help him to understand 
the situation.”’ 

THE VATICAN-appointed investigator is called a 
visitator. 

The official said that usually it is not one specific issue 


_ ‘but a combination of different things’’ which precipitate 


an apostolic visitation. 


Public stands on political issues, such as ‘“‘nuclear 
warfare, disarmament and military budgets’’ are the kind 
of things which really cause the complaints even though 
what people present as the issue often is something else, 
usually something religious, he added.

(ARCHBISHOP HUNTHAUSEN has taken strong 
public stands against nuclear arms, but said he did not 
think this was an issue in the visitation.) 


The Vatican official said that strong political 
statements ‘“‘tend to alienate committed lay people of 
more conservative political ideology who could easily 
exaggerate religious questions which are not really at the 
basis of their issue.”’ : 


The visitator has to look at whether it is really a 
religious or a political question, the official said. 


‘‘IF IT is a political question, we’re most concerned 
that the ordinary not come across as identifying with any 
one partisan group but that he relate to all as pastor and 
father. He should be receptive to those in his diocese who 
are not of his political persuasion,’’ he said. 


Problems come when the ordinary speaks strongly on 
an issue on which the Church has no clear position, 
perhaps by asking: ‘‘Can a Catholic serve in the military 
in good conscience?’’ the Vatican official said. 


The official also said that the spirit of the apostolic 
visitation is one of ‘‘brotherly correction’’ and said that in 
the past an apostolic visitation to a U.S. diocese usually 
was conducted by a European member of the Vatican 
Congregation for Bishops. 


“SINCE VATICAN II, however, in the spirit of 
subsidiarity and collegiality, it has been the feeling that it 
is better to have the local hierarchy provide one of its own 
to make the visitation, someone who can relate to the 
American situation,’’ he said.

At the same time he defended his decision to welcome 
Dignity and let the,organization use his cathedral, saying 
that ‘‘this does not mean I embrace the position of each 
and every member of Dignity.”’ 


He said he made his decision after consultation with ‘‘a 
representative group of my fellow priests, as well as with 
theologians and other advisers.’’ 


‘“*¥ REALIZE that some of our people might well 
question the decision or even misunderstand it entirely,”’ 


he added. 


Father Michael Ryan, chancellor of the Seattle 
Archdiocese, in a telephone conversation with NC News 
declined to discuss specific charges that may have been 
levelled at Archbishop Hunthausen. He referred all such 
questions to Archbishop Hickey’s office. 


Father Maurice Fox, Archbishop Hickey’s secretary, 
said that the archbishop ‘‘was not given any specific 
agenda or area of concern’’ but was rather given only the 
general mandate to ‘‘assess the situation’? — to study 
strengths and weaknesses in the Seattle Archdiocese — 
and to report his findings back to the Holy See. 


AN OFFICIAL of the Vatican’s apostolic delegation 
in Washington, the liaison office between the Vatican and 
the U.S. Church, also declined to discuss any specifics of 
the case. 


Speaking in general of apostolic visitations, as such 
Rome-initiated investigations are called, the delegation 
official, Dominican Father Nicholas Halligan, said that 
-wherever there is a 
problem that the Holy See wants to investigate.”’ 


Asked what kind of authority or mandate an apostolic 
visitor would ordinarily have in a case, Father Halligan 
said there is ‘‘no standard’’ that would apply to all cases. 
This is ‘‘totally dependent on the commission given to 
him’’ when the Holy See appoints a visitor, he said, and it 
varies according to the circumstances in each case. 


THE VATICAN Congregation for-Bishops would be 
one of the departments to initiate a Holy See investigation 
when questions about a bishop’s conduct in office are 
involved, but it is not the only one, Father Halligan said. 
The initiative could come from any office of the Holy See, 
depending on the circumstances of iis particular case, he 
said. 


The Wanderer, an independent Catholic weekly 
published in St. Paul, Minn., which is one of the voices of 
conservative Catholic opinion in the United States, in 
recent weeks has cited Archbishops Peter Gerety of 
Newark, N.J., and Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee 
along with Archbishop Hunthausen as U.S. bishops who 
it said are acting in opposition to Rome. 


In a long interview with Archbishop Edouard Gagnon, 
pro-president of the Pontifical Council for the Family, 
which appeared in the Sept. 29 issue of The Wanderer, the 
newspaper’s interviewers cited those three archbishops in 
a series of questions in which they suggested that there are 
“false bishops’’ in the United States who ought to be 
“‘deprived of their Sees.”’

Compared ‘to other border dioceses, 
this one is ‘‘in good shape’’ regarding its 
treatment of immigrants and refugees, 
Father Regin said.

1. Jesus dijo a la Madre: Mujer, he ahi a tu hijo. Luego dijo al discipulo: He ahi atu 
Madre.”’ (Jn. 19, 26 s.) 


En este Afio Santo nos dirigimos con mas fervor a Maria, porque un signo 
especialismo de la reconciliacidn de la humanidad con Dios, ha sido la misidn que a Ella 
se le confié en el Calvario, de ser la Madre de todos los redimidos. . 


Las circunstancias en las que fue proclamada esta maternidad de Maria muestran la 
importancia que el Redentor le atribuia. En’ el momento mismo en que consumaba su 
sacrificio, Jestis dijo a la Madre esas palabras fundamentales: ‘‘Mujer, he ahi a tu hijo,”’ 
y al discipulo:_‘‘He ahi a tu Madre’’ (Jn. 19, 26-27). Y anota el Evangelista que, 
después de pronunciarlas, Jestis era consciente de que todo estaba cumplido. El don de 
la Madre era el don final que El concedia a la humanidad como fruto de su sacrificio. 


Se trata, pues, de un gesto que quiere coronar la obra redentora. Al pedir a Maria que 
trate al discipulo predilecto como a su hijo, Jestis le invita a aceptar el sacrificio de su 
muerte y, como precio de esta aceptacidn, le invita a asumir una nueva maternidad. 
Como Salvador de todo la humanidad, quiere dar a la maternidad de Maria la amplitud 
mas grande. Por esto, elige a Juan como simbolo de todos los discfpulos a los que El 
ama, y hace comprender que el-don de su Madre es el signo de una especial intencidn de 
amor, con la que abraza a todos los que desea atraer a Si como discipulos, o sea, a todos 
los hombres. Ademas, al dar a esta maternidad una-forma individual, Jesuis manifiesta la 
voluntad de hacer de Maria no simplemente la madre del conjunto de sus discipulos, 
sino de cada uno de ellos en particular, como si fuese su hijo tinico, que ocupa el puesto 
de su Unico Hijo. 


2. Esta maternidad tiniversal: de orden espiritual, era la ultima consecuencia de la 
cooperacion de Maria a la obra del Hijo divino, una cooperacion que comienza en la 
trémula alegria de la Anunciacién y se desarrolla hasta el dolor sin limites del Calvario.

La maternidad de Maria en el orden de la gracia ‘‘continua sin interrupcidn’’ hasta el 
fin del mundo, afirma el Concilio, que pone de relieve en particular la ayuda aportada 
por la Santisima Virgen a los hermanos de su Hijo en sus peligros y afanes (cf. Lumen 
Gentium, 62). La mediacién de Maria constituye una participacién singular en la 
mediacidn unica de Cristo, que, por lo mismo, no queda ofuscada ni en lo mds minimo, 
sino mas bien queda como hecho central en toda la obra de la salvacién. 


Por esto, la devocidn a la Virgen no esta en contraste con la devocién a su Hijo. Mas 
aun, se puede decir que al pedir al discipulo predilecto que tratara a Maria como a su 
Madre, Jestis funded el culto mariano, Juan se dio en cumplir la voluntad del Maestro: 
Desde aquel momento recibié en su casa a Maria, dandole muestras de‘su cariio filial, 
que correspondia al afecto materno de Ella, inaugurando asi una relacidn' de intimidad 
espiritual que contribuia a profundizar la relacién con el Maestro, cuyos rasgos 
inconfundibles encontraba de nuevo en el rostro de la Madre. En el Galan: pues, 
comenz6 el movimiento de devocién mariana, que luego no ha cesado de crecer en la 
comunidad cristiana. . 


3, Las palabras que Cristo crucificado dirigié a su Madre y al discipulo predilecto, 


han dado una nuevo dimensi6n a la condicidn religiosa de los hombres. La presencia de 


una Madre en la vida de la gracia es fuente de consuelo y alegria. En él rostro materno 
de Maria los cristianos reconocen una expresién particularisima del amor misericordioso 
de Dios, que, con la mediacion de una presencia materna, hace comprender mejor su 
propia solicitud y bondad de Padre. Maria aparece como Aquella que atrae a los 
pescadores y les revela con su simpatia e indulgencia, el don divino de reconciliacién. 


La maternidad de Maria no es sdlo individual.. Tiene un valor colectivo que se 
manifiesta en el titulo de Madre de Ja Iglesia. Efectivamente, en el Calvario Ella se unid 
al sacrificio del Hijo que tendia a la formacidn de la Iglesia; su corazén materno 
compartié hasta el fondo la voluntad de Cristo de ‘‘reunir en uno todos los hijos de Dios 
que estaban dispersos’’ (Jn. 11, 52). Habiendo sufrido por la Iglesia, Maria merecid 
convertirse en la Madre de todos los discipulos de su Hijo, la Madre de su unidad. Por 
esto, el Concilio afirma ‘‘la Iglesia catélica, instruida por el Espiritu Santo, la venera, 
como a Madre amantisima, con afecto de piedad filial’’ (Lumen gentium, 53) 


La Iglesia reconoce en Ella una Madre que vela por su desarrollo y que no césa de 
interceder ante el Hijo para obtenere a los cristianos desposiciones mas profundas de fe, 
esperanza y amor. Maria trata de favorecer lo mas posible la unidad de los cristianos, 
porque una madre se esfuerza por aségurar el acuerdo entre sus hijos. No hay un 
coraz6n ecuménico mds grande, ni mas ardiente, que el de Maria. | 

La Iglesia recurre a esta Madre perfecta en todas sus dificultades le confia sus 
proyectos, porque, al rezarlo y amarla, sabe que responde al deseo manifestado por el 
Salvador en la cruz, y esta segura de no quedar defraudada en sus innovaciones.
